France : 1 972 7 CD was my first game as a 
Diplomacy player and the first letter I received 
was from Italy, From the very beginning Italy 
was starting trouble between England, Germany 
and France and I imagine he was doing the. same 
in the east. I've started in eight games and 
I must say that this one was the most exciting 
because of Italian interference. Italy would 
let little bits of information slip into his 
letters telling you about how England and 
Germany were planning against France and I 
know that he was doing the same to England 
and Germany. I didn't trust England in the 
beginning and decided to ally with Germany 
against England. Italy, however, managed to 
make me distrust Germany enough and to be 
suspicious onough of Italian intentions to 
change allies and attack Germany, it being 
easier to protect my southern borders that way. 

, After Italy attacked Mar-, and changed a ' 
treaty I had with him by force I decided I 
would take revenge on Italy, but that I would 
have to wait. In the meantime I was trying 
to unify the east against Italy, and to say 
the least it didn't work. Then in the Spring 
of 1905 I decided to take direct revenge against 
Italy. Everything was going x-xell until England 
attacked me in 190?. I was surrounded by 
.superpowers who would soon engulf me- I 



decided that I would help England win because 
I still wanted revenge against Italy and I had 
been unfair with him concerning the division' 
of supply centers in Germany. England, how- 
ever, didn't' answer my letters at all and 
that is why I believe Schleinkofer to be a 
poor player. I then wrote Italy and offered., 
him the same alliance against England, he 
realized that there was no way I could double- 
cross him and he accepted my offer for an 
alliance. I was to come in second and he 
would win. 

In conclusion I would like to say that Mr. 
Morris is one of the best Diplomacy players 
I have ever met and it's too bad he doesn't 
play in more games. 

Italy ; Since this was a novice game, I got j : 

the impression that, in general, we virtually 
blundered into the situations year-by-year. 
I have t admit that for most of the game I 
was often unaware of the real intentions and 
relations of the other players. In any case, 
by now I think I can understand what was 
really . happening . 

The "spheres of conflict" originally were 
divided into the lAfest and East. While wars 
began to spring up at various points, I 
naively thought a sudden attack on Austria 
would be wise. I was lucky enough hot to get 
hit from behind in the beginning , but later 
on— when I was fully involved in the East — 
France struck me and reached Tunis, the 
Tyrrhenian and two Italian provinces. The 
situation looked rather bleak until Russia 
lent his support against Turkey and lightened 
my burden. ; " 

Meanwhile, I had been continually writing 
to England (France's ally) reminding him 
about an agreement he had made to hit France 
long ago, but had never adhered to.'- Finally 
he stabbed France, which turned the tide my 
way. \At"that point France, showing his anger 
at being attacked in the north, turned his 
back on me and left a vacuum in Germany and 
the Mediterranean. From there! it was pretty 
easy to pick up enough centers to win, with 
McKeon still retaining second place. 

The game was truly enjoyable because I 
learned the common sense mechanics of Diplo- 
macy—an the course of the game, I realized 
that backstabbing rarely works out the way 
it's, planned, and that lying to someone 
eventually catches Up with you (I guess France 
's attack, which was brought about by some r 
stupid chicanery on my part, is a good ' 
example ). 

The best aspect of the game was communica- 
ting with other players, discussing our view- 
points on the game plus outside interests.

The, draw vote in 19?2CJ is ineffective, 
I think. The statement in the rules is thati 
"As soon as one Great Power controls 18 
supply centers, it is said to, have 'gained 
control of TSurope,' and the player represen- 
ting that Great Power is the winner." And 
precedent goes right back to the first 
completed game of postal Diplomacy, 1963B, 
which was at least ostensibly supposed to end- 
in a draw, but was instead declared a win 
for Brian Pelz when he got in his 17th build 
and Dian Pelz didn't (the victory criterion 
then was a majority of the units on the 
board ). 

I am, of course, in favor of letting 
players divide the board 18-16, 19-15, 33<-l , 
or any other way they can agree to base an 
armistice on. But' that's a variant, and it's 
rather late in the game for 1972CJ to get a 
Miller number .
